Last week a big delegation of Wiscon- 


sin manufacturers and their highly paid 
attorneys and lobbyists appeared in Mad- 
ison to 'bring pressure on the legislature 
against the taxation bills and the Huber 
unemployment'-insurance bill. "Radical- 
ism", was the one word which they all 
played upon. 


The .excursion of .the Wisconsin:manu- 


facturers;:here last week is, almost an ex- 
act duplicate of what happened here on 
April 30, 1903.

The bill creating the Wisconsin rail- 


road rate commission was to be voted up- 
on the next .day. . The manufacturers 
swarmed into Madison" and, according to 
the Milwaukee Sentinel, crowded the tob- 
jies of the Park Hotel. They immediate- 
ly began to put pressure on the members 
of the legislature, andean spite .of the fact 
that the legislature .had; been elected 
pledged to enact a railroad rate commis- 
sion law the bill was defeated on May 1, 
1903. 
The railroad commission was not 


enacted into law until the 1905. session. 


The night before the bill .was killed, on 


May 1, 1903, the manufacturers held a 
meeting-in the Park hotel and adopted a 
'resolution which read in part: 


If those -who are in charge of the business 


interests of the state aVe satisfied with the 
present rates of transportation, it would seem 
that those who manage the politics of the state 
ought to be satisfied and not interfere or at- 
tempt to interfere in our business affairs. WB 
know that the pending bill is a menace to our 
business and to the general welfare of the 
state.
